Twa ariaataa asast haf* elapsed he- 
fore he apoke again, aad hi the mean- 
time a deepening eeaae of tmaaaineaa 
had asttlad about die couft The jury, 
wba had already dedded upon a ver- 
dict of manslaughter, waited in polite 
impatience. Some thought the Judge 
was ill. 

"The law." he went «n, "is quite 
clear. Some -ay that there are deeper 
moral laws th >n human ones, which we 
ought to ohe.v. Some claim that the 
voice of con^( lence Is stronger than 
the enuetments of the legislature, when 
these eonlllct. It Is not for me to pass 
uiMju these statements. We are all hu- 
man and fallible, gentlemen. The pris- 
oni'r was gravely wronged ; he took 
the same cour.se of action tbat many 
men would have takeu. He took the 
course that y<m and I might have 
taken— would have taken. I i onunit 
the ease tu your care, geatlemen. Vlth- 
the assurance that yoa WiS Jldgs 
ly and rightly." ' " 

The newspaper men In the court- 
room sured at one another and wrote 
aa. fast as their pens would fly. The 
Jndge'a apaech waa the sensation of the 
trlaL Aa account of it appeared a fOw 
mlnutea after the verdict, Ip every pa« 
par, under aome heading Implyipg that 
the Judge had at last abapdiMied bU 
laSeilMe detarailnaUop.

Mr. Avant and Dick Elder, from 
Proctor, Ark, joined us next day with 
their famous padc of Air Dale and 
bear doa», Rlvlnf M about 75 dogs in 
all. These docs are aaid to be the 
strongest puck in America or the 
world for that matter. Kldcr's dogs 
will not run anything but bear. Most) 
of <mr« would nm bbdi deer and bear. 

As I explained in my l i-^t Idtor tlmt 
bear inhabits the cane-breaks and 
dense thicket*. They very seldom 
come ill the oiion, so to do business 
with old bruin one must "beard tlu 
lion in his den," or go into his lair 
and hound him out They bed-up in 
these thickets in winter 'time near 
some favorite water hole, and when 
lie is once located it is easy to cet up 
« scrap, and if he is not killed hy the 
hunters when he is jumped, then a 
chase may be expected — sometimes 
for miles or an all day run some on 
boraeback to head otT, others on foot, 
sbtfoned ak>ng his run, others follow 
the dotis through the cine breaks, 
4jreen briars and underbrurtu When 
«ld bruin gets warmed up be usually 
flops and makes a stand and to see 
what is after hhn. Then the dogs 
-close in on him and the ficht begins. 
The hunters on foot force their way 
-Into the cane, sometimes get down 
and crawl in near enough to get a 
shot. They are lucky if they do, for 
he will break away if he spies them 
and perhaps kill two or three doys, as 
ke runs over them with one full 
atroke. He would break every bone 
in a dog's body or take his hWe ofT 
JDie one skinning a Bs^uirrel. He is 
vary dangerous and the dogs have 
great respect for him. 

A hunter is luc ky if he ciin witness 
one of these fights. Old bruin will be 
found with his back protected by a 
tree or stump of root wad. The dogs 
will surround him in a circle, but at 
first they keep >it a ivspn'table dist- 
ance, then will close up the circle un- 
til they get close enough to bite or 
pinch him irom all around, then it is 
that the battle is on fast :ind furious. 
The bear is of a slow motion ami liie 
dogs are quick motion. When the 
hear strikes at a dog on one side the 
docs will nip him on the other side or 
in front. Si > the fight <;oes on and the 
liunter lies there in the cane afraid to 
ahoot. He has a cold chili, some call 
it the "buck-acue," and when he
